We  have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable 
Mechanic  Association  as  of  December  31,  1964,  and  the  related  state- 
ments of  income  and  expense  and  of  funds  for  the  year  then  ended. 
Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards,  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  account- 
ing records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered 
necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

We  submit  the  following  report,  including  the  financial  exhibits 
and  schedules  listed  in  the  foregoing  table  of  contents. 

GENERAL  FUND: 

Cash: 

Cash  of  the  General  Fund  was  made  up  as  follows  at  December  31,

We  received  direct  confirmation  of  all  bank  balances,  commercial 
and  savings,  and  reconciled  balances  reported  with  the  amounts  shown 
by  the  books  at  December  31,  1964.  We  traced  all  recorded  receipts 
received  during  the  year  to  a bank  of  deposit,  and  reconciled  all  cash 
disbursements  in  total  with  charges  by  the  banks.  We  vouched  checks 
and  other  evidences  of  withdrawals  to  the  book  records. 
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IlSrVESTMENTS: 

The  securities  of  the  General  Fund  were  held  by  the  New  England 
Merchants  National  Bank,  custodian,  from  whom  a certified  list  was 
received  which  was  in  agreement  with  the  Association’s  records.  Total 
investments  of  the  General  Fund  are  set  forth  in  detail  in  Schedule  A-1, 
and  are  summarized  and  compared  below  with  investments  at  the 


beginning  of  the  year:

The  net  decrease  of  $60,348.66  in  book  value  of  investments  was 
due  primarily  to  the  payment  in  full  on  December  11,  1964,  of  the 
mortgage  note  of  the  Engineers  Club,  the  proceeds  of  which  were  added 
to  the  checking  account  balance.

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The  low  rate  on  savings  accounts  is  due  to  the  fact  that  balances  were 
on  deposit  for  only  a portion  of  the  year.  The  actual  rate  of  interest 
paid  varies  from  4%  to  41/2%  on  these  accounts. 

We  verified  income  from  securities  by  checking  to  data  in  financial 
publications.  All  dividend  income  declared  and  payable  for  the  year 
had  been  received. 


GENERAL  FUND: 

A summary  of  the  changes  in  the  General  Fund  for  the  year  is 
shown  in  Exhibit  A.  The  increase  of  $3,626.53  in  the  Fund  represented 
the  excess  of  income  over  expense  amounting  to  $3,972.58,  as  shown 
in  Exhibit  B,  less  the  net  loss  of  $346.05  on  disposal  of  investments,  as 
shown  in  Schedule  A-2. 

Details  of  income  and  expense  for  the  year  are  shown  in  Exhibit  B 
in  comparison  with  the  prior  year.  We  vouched  disbursements  and 
checked  all  cancelled  checks  to  the  cash  disbursements  book.  We  also 
examined  receipts  from  the  recipients  of  benefits  disbursed  by  the 
Committee  of  Relief. 

In  the  comparative  statement  of  income  and  expense  of  the  General 
Fund,  Exhibit  B of  the  year’s  report,  we  have  omitted  from  income  the 
transfers  from  the  Charity  Fund  for  the  Committee  of  Relief  distribu- 
tions, and  omitted  the  distributions  from  expense.  The  distributions 
are  instead  shown  directly  as  disbursements  of  the  Charity  Fund  in 
Exhibit  D.  These  distributions  are  properly  Charity  Fund  items  but  are, 
by  custom,  paid  out  from  the  General  Fund  after  transfers  for  that  pur- 
pose have  been  made  from  the  Charity  Fund.  In  1964,  the  expenditures 
for  distributions  exceeded  the  transfers  by  $2,720,  since  the  amount  had 
not  been  transferred  over  at  December  31,  1964.  It  was  transferred  in 
January,  1965,  and  is  shown  in  the  balance  sheet.  Exhibit  A,  as  an  amount 
due  to  the  General  Fund  from  the  Charity  Fund. 


SHATTUCK  FUND: 

Investments: 

The  Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance  Company  confirmed 
directly  to  us  that  as  of  December  31,  1964,  they  held  1,512.460  shares 
of  Massachusetts  Life  Fund  under  trust  No.  568  for  the  Shattuck  Fund. 
The  increase  in  the  number  of  shares  held  represents  a two-for-one 
stock  split  in  April  and  the  reinvestment  of  a capital  gain  dividend  paid 
in  December,  1964,  amounting  to  $1,483.30,  invested  at  $12.21  per  share 
for  29.156  shares.  We  also  secured  independent  confirmation  of  the 
savings  account  at  the  Suffolk  Franklin  Savings  Bank.  The  investments 
and  the  income  thereon  are  detailed  in  Schedule  A- 3. 

The  market  value  of  the  Massachusetts  Life  Fund  represented 
244.8%  of  book  value  at  December  31, 1964,  as  compared  with  227.3%  at 
December  31,  1963. 
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CHARITY  FUND: 

Securities  held  in  the  Charity  Fund,  including  the  Charles  R. 
McLean  Fund,  are  held  by  the  Boston  Safe  Deposit  & Trust  Company, 
custodian  and  collection  agent,  from  whom  we  obtained  a certified  list 
as  of  December  31,  1964.  They  also  certified  to  the  deposits  in  savings 
banks  and  the  cash  balances  as  of  that  date. 

We  checked  all  changes  in  securities  shown  in  the  periodic  reports 
for  the  year,  and  verified  all  income  shown  in  these  reports  by  checking 
with  data  in  financial  publications.  The  investments  and  income  thereon 
are  detailed  in  Schedule  A-4.

A Committee  consisting  of  George  Laing,  James  E.  Bagley,  Jr., 
Stewart  P.  Lynch,  Wniiam  C.  Noel  and  Verdie  A.  Dodds  was  appointed 
by  the  President  to  determine  and  possibly  proscribe  for  the  Associa- 
tion’s future  in  the  Engineers  Club  as  tenants.

Four  of  these  meetings  were 
attended  by  the  Officers  of  the  Trust  Department  of  the  New  England 
Merchants  National  Bank  when  a review  of  the  portfolio  of  the  General 
Funds  was  the  principal  business.  Few  changes  were  made  in  the 
Association’s  holdings. 

The  Committee  authorized  the  Treasurer  to  buy  additional  furni- 
ture and  fixtures  for  the  new  office.

Our  members  should  take  pride  in  the  fact  that  over  the 
years  our  expenditures  for  these  benevolences  have  reached  the  amaz- 
ing sum  of  over  one-half  million  dollars. 

The  Chairman  wishes  to  pay  a tribute  of  appreciation  to  his  asso- 
ciates on  the  Committee  for  their  untiring  and  efficient  work.  We  are 
fortunate  in  having  men  ready  and  willing  to  devote  their  time  to  deal- 
ing intelligently  with  the  problems  which  present  themselves  in  this 
work.

It  was  unanimously  voted  that  the  Secretary  cast  one  ballot 
for  the  election  of  the  Committees  and  Officers,  and  upon  his 
so  doing  the  Vice-President  declared  the  following  officers 
and  committees  duly  elected:  President,  Verdie  A.  Dodds;

Senior  Past  President  Harvey  L.  Macaulay  congratulated 
Mr.  Dodds  on  his  election  as  President  and  presented  to  him 
the  gavel  of  the  Association  and  the  Paul  Revere  Snuff  Box 
which  is  given  in  charge  to  each  President  on  his  election. 

Mr.  Dodds  thanked  Mr.  Macaulay  and  the  membership  for 
the  confidence  displayed  in  him  by  having  been  elected  to  the 
office  of  President.  Mr.  Dodds  stated  that  he  had  the  deepest 
feeling  of  regret  that  President  James  H.  Vaughan  was  not  here 
to  review  the  nearly  three  years  that  he  headed  the  organization. 
He  further  commented  that  during  Jim’s  term  of  office,  a 
friendlier  spirit  of  good  fellowship  prevailed.  This  could  well 
be  because  working  with  Jim  as  his  Vice-President,  he  came  to 
know  him  as  everyone’s  friend.  Even  when  his  illness  bothered 
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him,  he  never  had  other  than  a pleasant  smile  and  a hearty  hand- 
shake. He  served  the  Association  well  and  kept  it  pointed  in  the 
right  direction.  The  membership  remains  static  in  numbers 
but  greatly  increasing  in  its  enthusiasms.  The  gifts  to  education 
and  benevolences  continue  as  the  Association  continues  to  be 
in  a healthy  financial  state.  The  late  President  might  have  given 
a short  progress  report  on  a few  figures  comparing  year  end 
1958,  when  the  building  was  sold,  and  the  year  end  1964.  Mr. 
Dodds  reported  that  in  December,  1958,  the  proceeds  from  the 
sale  of  the  building  and  general  funds  were  about  $828,000  and 
as  of  December,  1964,  our  general  funds  were  $953,689.  The 
donations  to  educational  projects  were  $68,000.  The  Charity 
Fund  in  1958  was  $403,182  and  that  has  increased  to  $450,202. 
The  Relief  Committee  in  this  same  period  has  given  to  the  bene- 
ficiaries $58,976.  Mr.  Dodds  further  stated  that  the  goals  of  this 
Association  were  set  one  hundred  and  seventy  years  ago  and 
with  the  help  of  the  Association,  he  would  do  his  utmost  to 
direct  its  steps  constantly  toward  those  goals.

JAMES  HUBERT  VAUGHAN 
Bom  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  November  8,  1896 
Died  in  Waban,  Massachusetts,  November  25,  1964 

James  H.  Vaughan  was  one  of  five  children  of  Arthur  Hamilton 
and  Louise  Carnall  Vaughan.  He  graduated  from  Boston  High  School 
of  Commerce  after  which  he  completed  an  engineering  course  at 
Wentworth  Institute.  A veteran  of  World  War  I,  he  served  with  the 
United  States  Navy  as  a radioman. 

In  October,  1923,  he  married  Charlotte  Ruth  Lyman  of  Keene, 
New  Hampshire. 

After  a number  of  years  with  other  similar  companies,  he  joined 
the  Kendall  Boiler  & Tank  Company  in  May,  1934,  as  a sales  engineer 
and  in  June,  1943,  he  acquired  this  business  in  which  he  was  active 
until  the  time  of  his  death. 

Mr.  Vaughan  was  raised  in  the  Amicable  Lodge  A.F.  & A.M.  in 
1918,  subsequently  transferring  to  the  Fraternity  Lodge  in  Newton  and 
remained  a member  of  both  lodges.  As  a member  of  Aleppo  Temple, 
A.A.O.N.M.S.,  he  was  for  many  years  an  active  member  of  the  Degree 
Staff  and  the  Royal  Order  of  Jesters  and  a life  member  of  the  Shrine

ERASTUS  BEETHOVEN  BADGER 

Mr.  Badger  was  born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  on  May  26,  1886, 
and  died  February  4,  1964,  at  the  age  of  seventy-eight  years. 

He  attended  Winchester  Public  Schools  and  graduated  from  Dart- 
mouth College  with  a B.S.  Degree  in  1908.
